Tertulliay, Cyprian, Clemens- Alexandrinns, Enſebins, Irenexs,and others, writ 
of their Dyct, Habitation, and apparel, and of ſeveral! things indifferent in themſelyes, which altered with time and 
place, according to the Rules of Princes, and eſtabliſhed Laws of their Government ; 


The people of God in the Primitive times deſired a King to proteR them from their Enemies; and by Divine inſtitution 
s were appointed to goyern, and rule over them, who received the power both Spiritual and temporal into one and 
he ſame hand, he made choyce of the Prieſts and depoſed them as Solomon did Abiather, and placed Zadvch in his rome 
And the Law both Judaicall and Levitical was made Canonical! Scripture, by. Zofiah : The Rites and Seremonies of the 
Church after Chriſt were debated and determined at national Synods,and general Councils,and were made Cannon laws 
by the Emperours. The Apoſtles perſwaded the people to believe Chriſt's DoErines,not upon payn of death but damna- 
tion, and raught them to be obedient to their Civil Magiſtrates for conſcience ſake, for that an Oath was the end of al 
ſtrife. The old and new Teſtaments were preſerved by the holy Spirit, and Preached publickly in England in the 
Year 250. The Reverend and Learned Fiſhops in England inthoſe days, much Honoured for their Conſtancy, and 
Zeal in Religion, were ſummoned to the Generall Councils of Sardice and Nice, and much approved of for their 
Doctrine all the time of ConFanrixe the Great,
